Desperate Struggle with Bayonets and Grenades Follows

Toklo. Dec. 20.—Gen. Nogl began

•wing advancing from 20.1 Meter hill 
and his left wing

north fort on East Keekwan moun- 
tain. 


The right wing drove 
the

alana from Yangshufang. 1,000 yards 
southeast of 203 Meter hill, which 
the Japanese securely occupied. They 
also captured another fort In that 
part of the-fortifications In connec- 
tion with Llaotlshan. 


_ While the left wing wan attacking 
Keekwan fort another force made an 
assault on the forts on Songshu moun- 
tain. This attack In progressing. 


The north fort on East Keekwan 


mountain Is the first of the seven- 
teen Inner line of forts to be cap- 
tury'd by Gen. Nogl. 


Blow Up Keekwan Fort. 


The left wing at 2:15 o'clock In tho 


afternoon blew iip the auxiliary de- 
fenses of the north 
fort on East 


Keekwan. 
Following the 
explosion 


of the mine area the Infantry charged 
in force, but wan repuNed. The fight- 
ing lasted until 7 o'clock In the even- 
ing,-when Lieut. Gen. SameJIrua led 
tho reserves .Into the fort Itself. Occu- 
pation was completed "at midnight. 


The capture of the Keekwan fort 


•was a complete surprise to the Rus- 
sian garrison, there having boon no 
preparatory bombardment. Japane.se 
nappcrs drove shafts forty feet under 
the parapet of "the fort . from 
tho 


escarpment and mail. 
In that two 


tons of dynamite was exploded simul- 
taneously, completely 
wrecking 
tho 


Interior of the lort, while, siege and 
shrapnel guns nhellcd Ilusslan troops 
In the vlrlnlty. This occurred at 2 
o'clock In the afternoon. 


Japs'are Burled Under Debris. 
A detachment of Japanese Infantry 


then ramie a headlong but premature 
rush, and sixty of them became hurled 
under a maws of debris, greatly delay- 
ing tho attack.

Official Report From Nogl. 


The following report of tho capture 


was telegraphed 
from 
Gen. Nogl's 


headquarters to-day: 


"At 2:15 o'clock on the afternoon 


of Dec. IS part of our army blew up 
the parapets of the north fort of East 
Keekwan mountain and then charged. 


"A fierce battle with hand grenades 


ensued. 


"Owing to the stubborn resistance 


of tho enemy with his machine guns, 
our operations were temporarily sus- 
pended. 


"Subsequently at 7 o'clock In the 


evening Gen. Semeamiam, command- 
Ing the supports, advanced Into the 
casements and, encouraging his men, 
threw his supports Into the fighting 
line in a last brave charge. 


Japs Occupy the Fort. 


• "At 11:50 o'clock at night we com- 
pletely occupied the fort and Imme- 
diately engaged In the construction 
of defensive works. 
Our occupation 


became firmly assured to-day. 


"Before retiring the enemy explod- 


ed four mines In the neighborhood of 
the neck of the fort. 


"We captured five nine-centimeter 


field guns and two machine, guns, as 
well as plenty of ammunition. 


"The enemy left forty or fifty dead. 


Our casualties have not been Investi- 
gated, but thoy are not heavy." 


The besiegers are apparently work- 


Ir.g In an effort to prevent Gen. Stoos- 
nel from withdrawing to the Llaotl 
promontory for a last stand when his 
troops art- driven out of the town of 
Port Arthur. 


To tltls end It IK reported that the 


Japanese have seized a strong posi- 
tion about 1,000 yards southeast of 
20S-Moter hill, preparatory to assault- 
ing the new town and the Russian 
headquarters at Port Arthur. 


The news that Gen. Nogl Is prepar- 


ing for an assault on the town of Port 
Aithur Itself has caused the greatest 
excitement In Toklo. It Is taken as 
the first Intimation that an effort will 
be made to bring the siege to a speedy 
end.

CLIMATE OF BRAZIL DEADLY TO 


THE NEWCOMER. 


All Sorts of Germs Have Their Homes 


In the Big South American Repub- 
lic—Odd Customs and Laws Preva- 
lent There. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Hah la Is one of the centers of tho 


black, population of Ilrazll. 
It wax a 


slave niarkut In former times, and 
since the blacks cot-their freedom it 
has been their favorite rendezvous. If 
there Is anything that a darky • thor- 
oughly dislikes it Is to be alone, and 
for this reason country Ilfo has never 
boon attractive to him. The average 
man or woman of color would rather 
live In town on thirty cents a day than 
to" stay In the country for a dollar. 
The Brazilian nogro Is llko his north- 
ern cousin In his fondness for drink. 
Cano rum is the popular beverage 
down this way, and a more vlllanous 
decoction was never brewed. There 
are two brands, namely. Squirrel and 
Snake, one giving the consumer a de- 
sire to climb and the other to crawl. 


It is rather a remarkable coinci- 


dence that the most of this "white 
lightning" Is manufactured by Ameri- 
cans, or, rather, the descendants of 
the metrhors of a colony that camo 
here from the southern states shortly 
after the civil war. There were sev- 
eral thousand people In this American 
villa, when It was 
tlrst established, 


b'.it many of them returned to the 
States. 
Somo of them were "moon- 


shiners" ut home, anil they took handi- 
ly to the huslr.cKr, hero.

Hood had planted his line to defend 
Sliy'H hill on tin; It'ft .and Overtoil's 
hill, whore the right of his army rest- 
ed In the poHltlon tnltim up during the 
night, 
(ionorul Thomas had been HO 


far satisfied with the results of the 
fighting on the liith, by which the Con- 
federates were driven buck at all points, 
that he made no now deposition of his 
troops, hut decided to let them complete 
the work so well begun the llrst dny. 


After the full of .Shy's hall and the 


destruction of the enemy's left Thonniji 
turned his mind toward .a Hanking 
movement to l>u made by (leneral .1. 11. 
Wilson's cavalry In rear of Hood's Ols- 
rupted left Hank. .Mennwhlle the Fed- 
eral skirmishers In front of Overtoil's 
hill pushed forward and recoiinoltered 
the Confederate works, at close view. 
One of the brigade commanders In the 
line confronting Overtoil's hill. Colonel 
1'ost, thought an assault on the hill, 
though costly, would carry the point, 
lie was permitted to make the attempt, 
and (ieneral .1. II. Stccdman's second 
colored brigade, troops never before 
under lire, was ordered to advance on 
an opposite face of the work and make 
a feint In support of Tost. 
Post's 


men moved at a run, but when within 
twenty paces of the parapet a concen- 
trated lire of musketry mid grape 
checked them. Colonel Post fell severe- 
ly wounded, and the power of Impact 
was lost by the scattering of the ranks.

son's advance, led by Hatch, thumlorc:! 
down In pursuit soon nfter night came 
on. Hucker fade up.and down tho line 
ont.-lde the barricades to direct ntid In- 
spire his men.

With 
their usual spirit bis men held them 
until the Infantry columns had re- 
crossed the Tennessee, not, however, 
as an army, but as .a mob which had 
yielded up the glories earned In three 
years of lighting to Thomas on the 
heights of Nashville. And It cost but 
400 Federal lives to save the city and 
destroy Hood. 


Night was fulling on the Itlth when 


Thomas' victory over Hood was seen 
to be complete. A drenching ruin set 
In and, with the darkness, added to 
the confusion In the Federal lines 
which were converging as the troops 
pressed forward upon the two roads 
by which the Confederates were re- 
treating. These roads were about two 
miles apart. Wilson's cavalry In carry- 
Ing out the think movement directed by 
Thomas earlier In the day had covered 
the westerly road on Hood's left with 
his guns, anil this turned the mass of 
retreating Confederates over to the 
Franklin pike on the east. Forrest's 
Confederate cavalry, acting as a rear 
guard for Hood, skillfully delayed the 
ndvance of Wilson's troopers toward 
the Franklin pike anil by this means 
enabled the larger part of the retreat- 
ing army to escape capture. There wan 
barely a 
semblance of 
organization 


among- the Confederates until they 
crossed the Harpcth river at Franklin, 
where they had suffered a bloody re- 
pulse on Nov. "(l. and where. In foot. 
us Thomas declared, the fate of Nash- 
ville was really decided. 


When It was all over Ho:id confess- 


ed that he ought never to have ad- 
vanced on Nashville after tin; experi- 
ence at Franklin. He felt that It would 
be fatal to the morals of bis army to 
retreat southward from Frnnklln In 
the face of defeat. 
Ho knew that 


Thomas was getting re-enforcementu 
and that lie would be outnumbered at 
Nushvlllo. but thought Ids own men 
•would be better satlslled with total de- 
feat If It came on the heels of n second 
trial! 


At Franklin Hood made disposition:! 


to buffet the pursuing enemy, but n 
Federal division under <Jem-nil John- 
son crossed the Harpcth below the 
town, turning Hood's Hank and forcing 
him to speed his march southward and 
nlmndon his hospital at Frnnklln, with 


over'U.iiUO of Ids wounded who were 
nimble 
t-j march. 
Fortunately 
for 


Hood, the Federals were not able to 
mnke rapid pursuit south of the Hnr- 
peth. Wilson's cavalry was 'entirely 
out of rations. The densely wooded 
hills, muddy roads, the soft plowed 
iioliN rendered quite Impassable by re- 
cent rains and above'all the rapidly] 
rising streams made It Impossible for 
Hanking columns to dash across coun- 
try and overtake the retreating foe. 


IIuiHl, of course, destroyed all the 


bridges behind him, making new dllll- 
ctiltles for his pursuers. The country, 
hud often been marched over by both 
armies mid was denuded of supplies 
for both men and horses. The forage, 
bags and haversacks were empty, and> 
the march could'not continue until the 
supply trains came forward from Nosh-,' 
vlllc. A heavy ralu'wlilch net In on the, 
second night of'the pursuit turned to a 
violent snowstorm on the next n!ght,| 
and Con era I Thomas ordered the cav- 
alry corps to remain In bivouac.. The. 
experience proved how dllllcult It Is to 
really wipe out an army even nftnr It 
has been defeated by overwhelming 
numbers unless It Is lictiiallysurrounded.' 


The delay of Wilson's corps was a 


godsend to Hood', who marched stead- 
ily on and put his army across Dude 
river at Columbia. lhn>c days' good 
march from Nashville. The brldgi* at 
Columbia, which Thomas had refrain- 
ed from destroying a month before, 
thinking that he would need them hi 
the pursuit of Hood, to wlilidi he had 
looked forward eonlldenlly. Hood used 
for the transit of liU army and wagons 
and then destroyed, making a second 
check upon Federal pursuit.

more, he re-jrgiinlzcd his shuttered In- 
fantry Into brigades to be In a condi- 
tion to light If pressed too close. As 
each of the reorganized brigades mus- 
tered only .~iUO men. half the maximum 
sl/e for a single regiment. It wiw evi- 
dent that the once proud Army of the 
Tennessee was about as'badly buttered, 
as an army.can wcll_be and yet kwp 
n front turned against the enemy.
